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History  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U. 

THE  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  now  completing  its  forty-third 
year  of  service,  was  the  second  normal  school  established  in  the  state. 
Teachers  of  Southern  Illinois  had  long  recognized  the  need  of  a  teach- 
ers' training  school  in  this  part  of  the  state,  and  it  was  due  to  their  united 
and  enthusiastic  efforts  that  in  1869  the  General  Assembly  granted  an  appro- 
priation for  the  establishment  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  Carbondale  was  one  of 
eight  rivals  for  the  location  of  the  new  school,  and  the  people  assumed  heavy 
obligations  in  order  that  the  present  site  might  be  adopted. 

The  first  building  was  completed  July  1,  1874.  It  was  much  like  the 
present  Main  Building,  but  does  not  stand  to-day,  as  it  was  destroyed  by 
fire  Nov.  26,  1883.  This  misfortune  brings  out  the  dauntless  spirit  of  the 
people  of  the  school  and  the  town,  for  school  work  was  resumed  the  Monday 
after  Thanksgiving  vacation  with  an  actual  loss  of  only  one  day.  Most  of 
the  furniture  and  apparatus  had  been  saved,  and  various  halls,  offices,  and 
churches  in  the  town  were  used  until  a  temporary  building  was  made  ready. 
This  improvised  home  was  a  one-story  building  in  the  form  of  a  Greek  cross, 
the  center  being  used  for  an  assembly  hall  and  the  arms  for  recitation  rooms. 

In  1885,  the  General  Assembly  granted  an  appropriation  to  rebuild, 
the  foundation  and  lower  walls  of  the  old  building  being  used. 

Before  many  years  the  Science  Department  had  outgrown  its  laboratory 
facilities  and  the  General  Assembly  granted  an  appropriation  for  a  Science 
building,  which  was  completed  in  December,  1896.  Under  the  leadership  of 
Judge  S.  P.  Wheeler,  president  of  the  board,  an  appropriation  was  secured 
for  a  library  building.  It  was  dedicated  June  6,  1904,  and  named  in  honor 
of  Judge  Wheeler. 

For  many  years  the  Training  School  was  housed  in  the  lower  story  of 
the  Main  Building  under  very  unsatisfactory  conditions.  The  45th  General 
Assembly  passed  a  bill  providing  for  a  Model  School  building,  which  was 
completed  Jan.  11,  1909,  and  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Robert  Allyn,  the  first 
president  of  the  school. 

As  the  housing  of  the  students  came  to  be  a  serious  problem,  a  dormitory 
for  the  young  women  seemed  essential.  In  1911  a  bill  was  passed  granting 
$75,000  for  the  purpose.  There  were  repeated  delays  in  the  construction, 
but  the  new  home  for  girls  was  opened  for  the  school  year  1913-1914,  though 
scarcely  finished  at  first. 

The  enormous  growth  of  the  school  made  the  quarters  more  and  more 
crowded  until  in  1915  an  appropriation  of  $135,000  was  secured  for  a  new 
auditorium  which  is  now  in  process  of  erection.

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County  Organizations 
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County)  Organization 


THE  county  is  a  unit  of  organization  of  numerous  lines  of  our  govern- 
ment that  vitally  concern  everyone.  It  is  a  unit  for  the  administration 
and  enforcing  of  State  laws,  and  also  of  school  supervision.  County  lines 
are  but  artificial  boundaries,  yet  they  are  often  vital  in  shaping  the  habits 
and  customs  of  the  people. 

The  county  organizations  among  our  student  body  have  many  advan- 
tages. In  the  first  place  they  are  of  benefit  to  new  students,  since  they  will 
find  other  students  from  the  same  county  the  first  to  befriend  them.  If  in 
the  first  few  weeks  of  school  a  lonely  student  meets  this  organized  group  of 
twenty  or  thirty  young  people  from  his  own  county,  he  feels  that  he  is  in 
the  midst  of  friends.  At  home  he  may  not  feel  particularly  close  to  people 
who  live  in  the  opposite  corner  of  the  county,  but  away  from  home  that  fact 
proves  to  be  a  very  real  bond  between  them. 

Another  advantage  to  the  student  is  the  opportunity  afforded  for  lead- 
ership— that  prime  requisite  for  every  successful  teacher.  In  the  large  stu- 
dent groups  only  a  few  have  a  chance  to  develop  this  ability.  Many  students 
frankly  say  that  they  first  gained  the  confidence  to  preside  over  a  meeting 
with  ease  by  being  president  in  a  county  organization. 

The  association  in  county  groups  is  an  advantage  to  all  prospective 
teachers.  They  become  better  acquainted  with  the  schools  of  their  own 
counties  and  probably  keep  in  closer  touch  with  their  County  Superinten- 
dents than  they  otherwise  could  do.  The  Superintendents  themselves  ap- 
preciate this  fact,  and  are  glad  to  cooperate  with  an  organized  body  of  stu- 
dents. 

One  justification  for  the  existence  of  county  organizations  is  the  service 
they  can  render  the  school.  An  increase  in  attendance  means  increase  in 
standing  for  the  school  and  for  its  graduates.  The  best  advertisement  the 
school  can  have  is  the  enthusiasm  of  its  students  among  their  friends  at  home. 
When  there  is  a  friendly  rivalry  between  the  county  organizations,  each 
group  is  striving  to  increase  the  enrollment  from  its  county.  Xo  other  or- 
ganizations in  school  could  work  in  this  way  so  effectively. 

To  sum  it  all  up,  county  organization  fosters  real  patriotism,  promotes 
sociability,  aids  team  work,  builds  up  the  school,  helps  each  individual  stu- 
dent, encourages  the  timid  and  fickle  to  remain  in  school,  creates  a  healthful 
rivalry  between  the  counties  and  shows  the  educational  sentiment  of  the 
community.

THE  numerous  organizations  that  exist  in  our  student  body  add  much  to 
the  pleasure  and  profit  of  our  school  life,  and  are  distinct  assets  of 
the  school.  They  are  of  various  kinds  so  as  to  include  all  the  varied 
interests  of  the  students.  Each  fills  its  particular  place,  but  all  are  alike  in 
that  they  promote  friendships  between  students  whose  interests  are  the  same, 
enforce  the  idea  of  team  work,  develop  ability  to  appear  in  public,  bring  out 
the  originality  of  the  members  and  in  general  prepare  them  to  be  community 
leaders  when  they  go  out  to  teach. 

We  have  two  excellent  literary  societies,  the  Socratic  and  Zetetic,  two 
of  the  oldest  organizations  in  the  school.  Every  student  should  belong  to 
one  or  the  other  of  these  and  get  the  training  in  appearing  in  public  with 
ease.     This  is  particularly  valuable  to  all  prospective  teachers. 

The  two  Christian  Associations  have  also  existed  in  our  ccb-^ol  for 
many  years  and  should  include  the  majority  of  the  students  in  their  mem- 
bership. They  are  made  up  of  active  Christian  young  people  who  are  able 
to  do  much  along  the  line  of  practical  social  service. 

The  Forum,  our  first  debating  club,  became  so  popular  this  year  that  a 
second  one,  the  Agora,  had  to  be  formed  to  include  all  the  young  men  who 
wanted  to  join.  At  the  end  of  the  term  a  similar  club  for  girls  was  organ- 
ized, the  Argunot.  and  they  have  been  having  some  spirited  debates.  These 
are  especially  valuable  for  the  drill  in  public  speaking,  logical  thinking  and 
parliamentary  law. 

The  Rooters'  Club,  as  its  name  suggests,  is  composed  of  boys  who  boost 
Normal  athletics.  Its  energy  and  effectiveness  was  increased  by  the  rivalry 
with  their  sisters,  who  have  shown  their  enthusiasm  by  organizing  a  Pep 
Club,  which  has  proved  true  to  its  name. 

Several  clubs  are  maintained  by  the  students  in  the  various  departments 
of  the  school.  These  are  especially  commendable,  as  they  supplement  the 
regular  school  work  and  increase  the  student's  knowledge  and  interest  in  his 
chosen  line  of  work.  The  Agriculture  Club,  and  the  S.  O.  P.  H.  for  the 
Household  Arts  girls  have  been  very  popular,  and  this  year  the  Chemistry 
Club  and  Commercial  Club  have  had  some  lively  meetings. 

Two  other  societies  are  open  to  students  who  want  training  in  expres- 
sion— the  Dramatic  Club  and  the  Story  Telling  Club.  The  students  who  are 
getting  the  most  out  of  their  school  life  are  those  who  belong  to  two  or  more 
of  these  organizations.

McCreary,  Gersbacher,  Molt,  Schedel,  Hays  and  Schwartz  were 
recruited  from  the  scrubs  of  the  previous  year.  Russell,  who  played  on  the 
team  five  years  ago,  returned  and  held  down  right  tackle.  Stinson,  from 
Eldorado  High,  and  Matthes,  from  Anna  High,  were  new  recruits,  as  was 
Whittenberg  of  Vienna  High.  Plater  and  Hale  were  two  huskies  who  made 
their  presence  felt,  though  they  had  never  handled  a  foot  ball  before. 

In  the  first  game  played  on  the  new  field.  Normal  Field.  Cape  Girardeau 
was  beaten  34-0.  The  following  week  the  teachers  journeyed  to  St.  Louis 
U.  and  won  what  they  considered  a  victory  bv  holding  the  Mound  City  boys 
to  a  7-0  score.  The  third  game  of  the  season  which  was  to  have  been  played 
with  Shurtleff,  was  called  off  on  account  of  rainy  weather.  The  fourth  game 
was  played  at  Cape  and  the  Maroons  came  away  on  the  long  end  of  a  3 1-0 
score.  McKendree  College  then  came  along,  playing  their  first  season  in 
foot  ball  in  years,  and  were  beaten  31-0.  Charleston,  the  following  week, 
trounced  us  on  their  own  ground  19-7.  By  far  the  best  game  of  the  season 
was  the  one  with  Christian  Brothers  College  on  Normal  Field  which  the 
locals  lost  10-0.  It  was  the  fastest,  snappiest,  best  foot  ball  game  of  the 
year.  The  Thanksgiving  Day  game  was  won  at  Jacksonville  by  Illinois 
College  28-0.  The  Northerners  weight,  and  experience  stood  them  in  good 
stead.     Harriss  and  Hays  were  unable  to  make  the  trip,  due  to  injuries. 

Captain  Arlie  Boswell  played  regularly  at  left  end.  McCreary  and 
Gersbacher  held  down  left  tackle  and  guard.  Captain-elect  Harriss  was  the 
pivot  man  throughout  the  season,  with  Molt  and  Russell  regularly  at  right 
guard  and  tackle.  Stinson  worked  at  right  end.  Schedel  directed  the  team 
at  quarter,  until  injured  in  the  Charleston  game,  when  Schwartz  succeeded 
him  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Fred  Boswell  worked  at  left  half. 
Matthes  at  right  and  Whittenberg  at  full.  Plater  worked  everywhere  in  the 
line.  Hale,  though  handicapped  by  injuries,  gave  good  service  in  the  back 
field.  Hays  was  used  both  as  a  lineman  and  a  back.  Eleven  of  the  fifteen 
letter  men  should  be  back  for  the  1917  team.

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History  of  rhe  Senior  Class

History  of  trie  Freshman  Class

N  September  the  nineteenth,  1916,  the  ship  of  the  Freshman  class  was 
launched  upon  the  four  year  voyage  through  the  sea  of  the  University 
High  School.     We  began  our  duties  willingly  and  were  determined  to 


The  Freshman  class  was  not  organized  until  after  the  Thanksgiving 
vacation.  Then  we  elected  Denard  Lee,  president ;  Frank  McNier,  vice 
president ;  Cecile  Baker,  secretary,  and  Maud  Mulkey,  treasurer. 

Our  class  has  done  fairly  well  in  athletics.  We  had  several  members 
on  the  basketball  squad  and  also  several  went  out  for  football.  But  none  of 
the  letter  men  belonged  to  the  Freshman  class. 

The  class  started  out  with  a  high  scholastic  standing,  having  quite  a 
number  on  the  honor  list.  We  expect  to  continue  the  same  high  standard 
throughout  the  four  vear  voyage. 
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Foot  Ball 

UHIGH  started  the  season  in  a  bad  way.  Staubitz,  Weiler  and  Dow- 
•  dell  were  the  only  ones  left  from  last  year's  team,  but  Weiler  and 
Dowdell  were  the  only  ones  eligible  to  play  in  the  first  game.  Kayser 
and  Lee  of  the  1914  squad  were  back,  but  Lee  was  not  allowed  to  make  the 
trip.  The  losing  of  this  first  game  of  the  season  to  Harrisburg  spoiled  our 
chances  for  the  lower  half  of  the  state  championship.  With  the  exception  of 
this  game  and  a  0-0  tie  at  Anna  later  on,  the  season  for  U.  High  was  one 
grand  string  of  victories.  U.  High  played  eight  games  and  won  six,  tied  one. 
and  lost  one. 

With  this  record  comes  U.  High's  best  year  in  football.  They  won  the 
Southern  Illinois  Championship  and  besides  this  had  the  pleasure  of  defeat- 
ing the  arrogant  Harrisburg  team.  This  was  the  first  game  Harrisburg  has 
lost  in  two  years.  This  team  also  made  another  record,  that  of  running  up 
the  highest  score  against  their  opponents.  This  was  in  the  Cairo  game  when 
U.  High  scored  SS  to  Cairo  0.  The  previous  record  was  made  by  last  year's 
team  when  they  humbled  Benton  83-6. 

The  season  as  a  whole  was  hard  to  beat.  There  were  very  few  ineligi- 
bles  and  but  one  accident  the  entire  season.  The  great  playing  of  the  entire 
team  can  be  attributed  to  this  fact,  as  they  could  practice  and  play  together 
all  the  time.  In  the  last  Harrisburg  game,  Weiler  had  two  ribs  broken  which 
kept  him  out  of  the  Murphysboro  game,  but  this  didn't  hurt  the  team's  record 
any,  as  it  was  not  a  hard  game. 

Next  year  if  U.  High  can  have  as  good  luck  as  this  year  with  ineligible* 
and  cripples  another  championship  team  should  be  turned  out.  A  number 
of  good  men  will  be  left  for  next  year's  team  who  should  make  good  easily. 
Weiler.  Entsminger  and  Douglass,  from  this  year's  team,  along  with  Rob- 
erson,  Loomis,  Robertson,  Copeland  and  Hammond  from  the  second  string. 
Stover  and  Hickman  of  the  1915  team,  will  probably  be  back  from  the  border 
and  also  help.  With  this  choice  of  material  to  pick  from,  another  champion- 
ship team  should  be  turned  out.

BEFORE  Prof.  Warren  came  to  U.  High  we  had  no  organized  athletics. 
All  interest  in  athletics  was  centered  around  the  Normal  teams.      But 
by  his  efforts,  and  the  efforts  of  the  school,  U.   High  now  has  teams 
feared  all  over  the  state. 

The  University  High  School  was  admitted  into  the  Illinois  High  School 
Athletic  Association  Oct.  2 -1th,  1913.  Since  then  U.  High  has  proven  its 
worth  in  every  branch  of  sports. 

The  awarding  of  letters  and  limiting  of  their  use  is  one  of  the  many 
duties  of  the  Athletic  Association.  Almost  every  boy  in  High  School  is  a 
member  of  the  Association.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Association,  the  let- 
ters awarded  for  different  sports  are  made  distinguishable.  Small  "F's"  are 
placed  in  the  center  of  the  football  "U's,"  while  a  "B"  is  placed  in  the 
basketball  letters,  and  a  "T"  in  track  letters.  Minor  letters  are  offered  also 
for  Tennis.  Cross-Country  and  the  Girls'  School  Championship  Basketball 
teams.

XIVERSITY  HIGH  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  had 
the  best  prospects  for  a  strong  track  team  that  she  ever 
had.  There  were  ten  old  letter  men,  Nesbit,  Marshall. 
Wilson.  Davis.  Neber.  Browne,  Wiswell,  Putcamp,  B  as  tin,  and 
Capt.  Colyer,  who  responded  to  Coach  Warren's  call  for  track 
men.  Schmulback,  Warren,  Hamilton  and  Bean  were  drafted 
for  the  regulars  and  completed  the  squad. 

The  first  meet  was  a  dual  one  with  Herrin,  in  which  U. 
High  romped  away  with  the  big  end  of  the  score,  86-27. 

The  team  next  journeyed  to  Harrisburg.  where  they  lost 
the  only  dual  meet  U.  High  ever  lost,  to  the  tune  of  QlV-z-GVA. 
This  loss  can  in  some  measure  be  accounted  for,  since  Tom 
Dorris,  their  individual  star,  made  35  of  their  points.  They 
were  also  champions  of  Southern  Illinois  and  the  State.  The 
home  team  is  barred  from  the  local  Interscholastic.  If  she 
had  been  allowed  to  enter,  she  would  have  made  it  hot  for  the  winner. 

U.  High,  over-confident,  traveled  to  McKendree  Interscholastic  and 
through  a  slump  and  over-confidence,  failed  to  place. 

Her  dander  up,  U.  High  proceeded  to  wallop  Marion,  who  placed  sec- 
ond in  Southern  Illinois,  by  a  score  of  ISVz-ii-i'Vi.  Therefore  U.  High  can 
rightfully  claim  second  place  in  Southern  Illinois. 

Owing  to  the  financial  depression  of  the  treasury  a  team  could  not  be 
sent  to  the  Interscholastic  meet  at  the  University  of  Illinois;  but  a  few  men 
paid  their  own  expenses.  U.  High  placed  tenth  in  a  class  of  over  100,  a 
very  creditable  showing.  Nesbit  won  the  100  yard  dash  and  Wilson  placed 
third  in  the  running  broad  jump. 

The  Sparta  Invitation  Meet  was  next  on  the  docket.  The  team  went  to 
Sparta,  but  the  meet  was  postponed,  owing  to  rain.  Not  to  be  daunted,  U. 
High  went  back  the  next  time  and  walked  away  with  the  meet,  winning  a 
silver  cup  for  the  meet,  and  another  for  the  relay.  The  total  score  was  48 
points  to  our  nearest  competitor's  25. 

Nesbit,  Browne,  Marshall,  Wilson,  Davis,  Bastin,  Schmulbach.  and 
Capt.  Colyer  performed  their  last  for  U.  High  in  this  meet. 
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Basket  Ball 


UHIGH  started  the  season  with  only  one  eligible  player  of  the  squad 
•     of  last  year.     Weiler,  of  the  second  team,  was  the  only  experienced 
man  to  play  in  the  first  game.     Entsminger  and  Pabst  were  in  school 
but  were  kept  out  of  basketball  by  scholastic  deficiencies.     These  men  later 
became  eligible,  but  not  in  time  to  develop  the  team  work  necessary  to  win 
the  tournament. 

U.  High  made  a  most  creditable  showing  against  great  odds.  The 
whole  year  the  squad  had  to  fight  ineligibility  and  sickness.  Brooks  was  out 
with  grippe,  Weiler  had  a  bad  knee,  and  Pabst  was  ineligible.  Every  week 
something  was  wrong  which  prevented  the  showing  of  the  full  strength  of  the 
team.  But  still  against  these  odds  U.  High  only  lost  five  games  out  of  the 
eighteen  played.  This  shows  the  excellent  fighting  spirit  that  has  developed 
in  U.  High  athletics. 

Although  U.  High  did  not  win  the  tournament,  every  U.  High  student 
knows  what  a  wonderful  showing  the  five  made.  U.  High  was  rated  as  prac- 
tically out  of  the  running  by  the  surrounding  towns,  only  to  win  second  place. 
They  lost  the  championship  by  one  point,  which  was  made  by  pure  luck.  No 
team  can  help  it  if  a  man  stumbles  in  the  middle  of  the  field  and  the  ball 
flies  in  the  basket. 

Brooks  at  forward,  played  his  first  year  with  U.  High  and  proved  to 
be  the  speediest  man  on  the  floor.  He  has  a  good  eye  for  the  basket  and  with 
a  little  more  weight  and  the  same  speed,  should  develop  into  one  of  the  best 
forwards  U.  High  has  ever  turned  out.  Entsminger  at  floor  guard,  played 
his  usual  aggressive  game  the  whole  season.  Although  not  a  brilliant  plaver. 
he  is  one  that  can  be  relied  upon  to  do  his  share  of  the  work.  Neber  as  back 
guard,  put  up  one  of  the  best  exhibitions  seen  on  the  local  floor.  He  has  the 
knack  of  picking  the  right  man  when  two  are  coming  down  the  field.  He 
was  placed  on  the  "All-Star"  team.  Pabst  at  forward,  was  a  whole  team  by 
himself  when  eligible.  In  the  championship  game  he  made  11  of  our  15 
points,  while  being  guarded  by  two  or  three  men  all  the  time.  Pabst  also 
made  the  "All-Star."  Weiler  at  center,  put  up  a  good  game,  although  hand- 
icapped by  sickness  much  of  the  time. 

Last  but  not  least  come  the  scrubs.  Dowdell  and  Myers,  forwards.  Gil- 
bert, center,  Roberson  and  Hammond,  guards.  This  quintet  won  three  of  our 
games  in  the  tournament  which  allowed  us  to  place  as  high  as  we  did. 

Prospects  for  a  good  team  next  year  are  better  than  ever  with  Brooks. 
Entsminger,  Weiler,  Hammond,  Roberson  and  Gilbert  back.  This  is  more 
men  than  has  been  left  over  in  three  years.  With  this  material  and  the  U. 
High  fighting  spirit,  another  championship  contender  should  be  turned  out.

AT  Principal  Warren's  suggestion  the  boys  of  University  High  School 
organized  a  Boys'  Club.  A  few  days  later  the  girls  did  likewise. 
Each  of  these  clubs  has  a  club  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Allyn 
Building.

CARBONDALE,  ILLINOIS,  is  located  308  miles  south  of  Chicago,  on 
the  Illinois  Central  railroad;  90  miles  from  St.  Louis,  95  miles  from 
Paducah.  Ky.,  and  57  miles  from  Cairo,  111.  Carbondale  derives  its 
name  from  the  coal  fields  in  this  vicinity,  and  was  named  by  Colonel  D.  H. 
Brush,  one  of  the  early  settlers.  His  nephew,  Captain  Sam  T.  Brush,  was 
the  first  coal  operator  in  this  district,  of  which  Carbondale  is  the  center,  and 
which  is  the  greatest  soft  coal  mining  district  in  the  country.  The  town  was 
laid  out  about  the  time  the  Illinois  Central  was  built,  1852,  the  first  part  of 
this  great  system  being  that  part  from  Cairo  through  Carbondale  to  Cen- 
tralia.  When  the  first  passenger  train  reached  Carbondale  in  1854,  a  great 
barbecue  and  picnic  celebrated  the  day.  This,  we  believe,  was  on  the  Fourth 
of  July.  A  year  previous,  or  to  be  exact,  January  4,  1853,  the  first  public 
sale  of  lots  in  Carbondale  was  held.  It  is  said  that  the  lot  now  owned  and 
occupied  by  the  Carbondale  National  Bank  brought  at  this  sale  $17,  the 
highest  price  paid  for  a  lot  at  that  sale. 

Carbondale  has  a  number  of  industries  which  contribute  to  its  prosper- 
ity. Chief  among  these,  of  course,  is  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  In  Car- 
bondale are  the  headquarters  of  the  St.  Louis  division  of  this  road.  About 
5,000  employes  are  on  this  division  of  the  Illinois  Central  alone.  In  Car- 
bondale are  the  round  house,  machine  shops  and  the  terminals  for  six  di- 
verging lines  of  this  road,  with  a  combined  trackage  on  the  St.  Louis  division 
of  approximately  1.100  miles.  Through  Carbondale  run  the  Chicago-New 
Orleans  double  tracks  and  the  St.  Louis-New  Orleans  track,  and  this  station 
has  38  passenger  trains  daily,  all  making  stops,  and  an  average  of  10  freight 
trains  a  day.  The  monthly  pay  roll  for  the  Illinois  Central  at  Carbondale 
alone  approximates  $85,000. 

In  connection  with  the  railroad  facilities  it  is  well  to  mention  the  great 
amount  of  business  of  the  railway  mail  service  at  and  through  Carbondale. 
In  this  city  is  the  headquarters  of  District  No.  6  of  the  railway  mail  service 
of  the  United  States.  From  the  office  of  the  chief  clerk  in  Carbondale,  who 
has  supervision  of  the  mail  service  over  this  district,  the  postal  ears  running 
over  more  than  1 ,700  miles  of  railroads,  and  the  business  of  over  300  post 
offices  are  directed.  In  and  out  of  Carbondale  88  railway  postal  clerks  have 
their  runs  between  Carbondale  and  Chicago,  and  there  are  15  between  Car- 
bondale and  Birmingham,  Ala.,  while  35  run  between  Carbondale  and  St. 
Louis.  Several  other  railway  postal  clerks  are  employed  on  cross  lines  run- 
ning through  Carbondale. 

Other  purely  local  industries  which  contribute  to  the  prosperity  of  Car- 
bondale are  ( 1 )  the  Aver  &  Lord  tie  preserving  plant,  employing  an  average 
of  110  men  and  having  a  monthly  pay  roll  of  $8,000;  (2)  the  Central  Illinois 
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Public  Service  Co.,  operating  the  electric  light  and  power  plant,  the  city 
water  and  ice  plant,  employing  a  large  number  of  men  and  having  a  good 
sized  pay  roll;  (3)  the  Carbondale  Mill  &  Elevator  Co.,  with  a  65,000  bushel 
capacity  in  Carbondale  and  an  elevator  at  McClure,  111.,  with  a  25,000  bushel 
capacity,  the  Carbondale  mill  manufacturing  the  celebrated  "Belle  of  Car- 
bondale" flour;  (4)  Carbondale  Steam  Bakery  of  10,000  loaves  capacity 
every  24  hours ;  three  smaller  bakeries  ;  a  creamery  with  1 ,000  pounds  butter 
capacity ;  an  ice  cream  factory  of  large  capacity,  and  numerous  smaller 
industries  scattered  over  the  city;  and  three  live  newspapers,  two  weeklies 
and  a  daily. 

Carbondale.  111.,  has  been  making  rapid  progress,  especially  in  public 
improvements,  in  the  past  seven  years.  The  ten  years  before  that,  1900  to 
1910,  saw  a  growth  in  population  of  over  62  per  cent  and  that  without  any 
boom,  or  unusual  cause.  This  city  claims  to  have  more  paved  streets  than 
any  city  of  equal  population  in  Illinois.  With  beautiful  churches,  fine  resi- 
dences, excellent  railroad  facilities,  pure  artesian  water  from  wells  more 
than  600  feet  deep,  with  no  saloons  and  attendant  evils  and  with  exception- 
ally high  intellectual  and  moral  atmosphere,  Carbondale  commends  herself 
as  an  ideal  place  to  live ;  and  attests  the  wisdom  of  the  early  founders  of  the 
Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  in  making  this  place  the  location  for 
this  large  and  influential  educational  institution. 

The  Carbondale  Retail  Merchants'  Association,  now  Carbondale  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  has  done  more  to  advance  the  interest  of  the  city  the  past 
five  years  than  any  one  factor  in  the  city's  history.  Its  membership  has  more 
than  sixty  of  the  city's  brightest  and  best  business  men,  each  one  forming  a 
part  of  the  great  "booster  club"  whose  object  is  to  advance  the  social  and 
commercial  interests  of  Carbondale.  Among  the  many  improvements  this 
association  has  secured  for  their  city  is  that  of  the  building  of  1-1  miles  of 
hard  roads  which  has  been  completed  under  the  direction  of  the  Illinois  High- 
way Commission.  This,  taken  with  about  ten  miles  of  brick  and  macadam- 
tarvia  paving  constructed  within  the  past  few  years,  makes  a  total  of  twenty- 
five  miles  of  continuous  hard  roads  and  streets  within  Carbondale  township. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  merchants'  association,  Carbondale  was  among 
the  first  to  adopt  the  commission  form  of  government,  under  the  Illinois  law, 
and  the  city  is  now  upon  its  second  term  of  four  years  under  this  form  of 
government. 

Carbondale  has  a  hospital,  recently  constructed  at  the  cost  of  $50,000. 
and  it  is  the  finest  equipped  hospital  south  of  Chicago  on  the  Illinois  Central. 
It  has  every  convenience  and  appliance  needed  in  modern  surgery.  It  con- 
tains 70  rooms,  including  two  operating  rooms,  and  has  accommodations  for 
over  40  patients  at  one  time.  This  splendid  hospital  was  built  by  Dr.  J.  S. 
Lewis,  a  wealthy  man  of  Carbondale,  as  a  memorial  to  his  mother,  Mrs.  Amy 
Lewis,  and  is  in  no  sense  intended  as  an  investment. 

Two  very  handsome  buildings,  erected  the  past  year  or  two,  in  addition 
to  the  two  new  public  buildings,  are  the  Elks'  Home  and  the  City  Hall  and 
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Armory.  The  Elks  Home  is  a  beautiful  and  commodious  building  with  par- 
lors, club  rooms,  and  delightful  lodge  hall,  costing  with  lot  and  furnishings, 
$30,000.  The  new  city  hall  building  houses  the  city  departments  and  offices, 
and  one  floor  is  occupied  by  Company  E,  4th  Infantry,  Illinois  National 
Guards,  with  headquarters  in  Carbondale.  The  third  story  is  owned  and 
occupied  by  the  Masons,  who  there  have  one  of  the  most  spacious  and  beau- 
tiful lodge  rooms,  ante-rooms  and  banquet  rooms  to  be  found  in  any  Masonic 
lodge  within  the  state.     The  cost  of  this  building  was  $30,000. 

Carbondale  has  the  best  hotel  accommodations  of  any  place  in  Southern 
Illinois.  It  has  three  first-class  hotels,  but  it  has  one  hotel  that  is  known  all 
over  the  country  for  its  unsurpassed  accommodations  and  its  cuisine.  The 
Hotel  Roberts  is  a  newly  built  hotel,  the  building  and  furnishings  amounting 
to  something  like  $60,000.  The  building  is  owned  by  the  estate  of  the  late 
James  Pease,  a  wealthy  resident  of  Chicago,  and  there  is  probably  nothing 
to  equal  it  in  the  line  south  of  Springfield  or  St.  Louis. 

Carbondale  is  surrounded  by  a  splendid  agricultural  district  and  grains, 
fruits  and  vegetables  are  raised  in  profusion.  Dairy  and  live  stock  interests 
are  now  getting  much  attention,  and  the  farms  adjacent  to  Carbondale  are 
dotted  with  fine  herds  of  dairy  cattle  and  much  fine  stock  of  beef  types. 
There  are  also  some  fine  apple  and  peach  orchards  near  Carbondale.  and  in 
fact  it  is  hard  to  find  any  part  of  the  country  where  so  great  a  variety  of 
grains,  vegetables  and  fruits  are  produced  in  such  large  quantities  and  in 
such  excellent  grades.  From  old  records  we  find  that  in  1831  less  than  ten 
acres  in  Carbondale  township  were  under  cultivation,  while  now  intensive 
agriculture  is  the  rule,  and  to-day  the  greater  portion  of  the  land  within 
shipping  distance  of  this  point  is  valued  at  from  $50  to  $100  per  acre,  while 
land  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Carbondale  cannot  be  bought  for  less  than 
from  $100  to  $150  per  acre.  Modern  machinery  is  used  and  in  a  great  many 
cases  the  farmers'  homes  are  fitted  with  all  the  conveniences  of  the  modern 
city  home. 

As  a  religious  and  educational  center  Carbondale  has  no  equal  in  South- 
ern Illinois.  The  Carbondale  public  schools  rank  among  the  best  in  the 
state.  In  addition  to  the  five  commodious  and  well  equipped  buildings  of  the 
Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  up  to  last  year  had  three  other 
school  buildings  used  for  public  school  purposes ;  to  these  this  year  have  been 
added  two  splendid,  modern  school  buildings,  the  Brush  building  costing 
$27,500  and  the  Attucks  building  costing  $22,500.  Strong  and  well  organ- 
ized church  denominations  are  a  great  help  to  the  moral  uplift  of  Carbondale, 
and,  while  all  the  congregations  are  comfortably  housed,  three  of  the  denom- 
inations, the  Baptist,  Christian  and  Presbyterian,  have  church  buildings  of 
most  modern  architecture,  stone  and  brick  edifices,  commodious  and  sub- 
stantial, which  would  grace  a  city  many  times  the  size  of  Carbondale.  Car- 
bondale has  not  had  a  saloon  for  about  ten  years,  and  it  is  entirely  safe  to 
say  that  the  city  will  never  have  saloons  again. 

One  of  the  most  important  institutions  in  Carbondale  is  the  Southern 
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Illinois  State  Normal  University.  This  school  is  supported  by  the  state  of 
Illinois  and  has  passed  its  forty-first  year.  Since  it  opened  its  doors  in 
1874  nearly  15,000  students  have  registered  and  have  attended  for  one  or 
more  terms.  It  has  within  this  time  graduated  over  800.  The  school  is  now 
housed  in  five  spacious  buildings,  the  total  investment  in  buildings  and  equip- 
ment approximating  $600,000.  To  this  will  be  added  this  year  a  great  au- 
ditorium, for  which  the  recent  legislature  appropriated  $135,000.  The  fac- 
ulty of  this  school  number  50.  The  degrees  of  A.  B.,  Ph.  B..  and  Ed.  B.  are 
conferred  by  this  state  institution.  This  school  has  an  experimental  farm 
of  sixty  acres,  and  a  practical  agricultural  department.  It  has  manual  train- 
ing and  household  science  departments,  a  commercial  department,  a  musical 
department,  and  other  departments  of  practical  nature,  in  addition  to  the 
required  courses  for  diplomas  for  teachers.  This  school  is  growing  rapidly 
and  has  had  much  to  do  with  the  educational  uplift  of  Southern  Illinois. 
Its  graduates  are  scattered  all  over  the  United  States,  and  some  are  at  work 
in  distant  parts  of  the  world.  It  has  furnished  five  district  superintendents 
for  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Carbondale  is  a  clean,  moral,  healthy  and  beautiful  city.  Attractive 
shade  trees  and  pretty  lawns  flank  its  paved  streets.  Its  homes  are  homes 
indeed  and  the  people  are  hospitable,  refined  and  the  kind  of  folk  you  like 
to  meet,  and  among  whom  you  like  to  live.  The  latch  string  always  hangs 
outside  the  door  in  Carbondale,  and  the  visitor  will  always  have  a  cordial 
welcome.
